3. Claims 1-4 and 12-14 are allowed because the prior art neither shows nor 
teaches all the interconnecting/intricate working structure of the claimed invention, 
specifically, the mounting arrangement for the light bracket of the boat trailer. 

4. Claim 6 is allowed because the prior art neither shows nor teaches all the 
interconnecting/intricate working structure of the claimed invention, specifically, the 
offset shackles and hangers with relieved edges of the boat trailer. 
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Note: The examiner is withdrawing the rejection to offset shackles feature as stated in 
the previous office action. Support for the offset shackles is on pages 3-4 paragraph 
[0008] and page 5 paragraph [0017] of the specification. 

5. Claims 7-9 and 1 5 are allowed because the prior art neither shows nor teaches 
all the interconnecting/intricate working structure of the claimed invention, specifically, 
the fender and light arrangement of the boat trailer.
